LIBERIA AS IT 18..III.
a

Cotreer-oi-dn,.* ef The ft. T. Tri'une

Monrovia, Tuesday, June 27, 1851.

In a retidtrntv» «tf m months in Liberia, I have met
with rut li g «o " pessmg strange a* tbe fart that
no one hss made known to the American public the
sufferings of Southern emigrants after their arrival
here, the paucity of physicians, and in tome instances
their fbsmt'ful neglect of duty. I ato aware that this
cannot be done without inctirring tiie censure of some
persons in this country who at present o?cupy high
official stations: who have become influential and

comparatively wealthy by conniving at th.-se
faults, acd who for this have the full confidence
of the »agents of the American Colonization Society»
I know tero, that for my presumption in r-x.

posing these wrongs at the oaly mean« of reform,
I must fall under the displeasure of these gen-
tienen, and perhaps of some few illiberal members of
tt e Sex >ty. But I bave a strong consolation in
knowing that here I have the hearts and sympathies
of the common people with me.the maase« who are

poor, whiee letters of complaint bavo been unnoticed
and kept from the public, and whose wrongs have
never been redressed. Tbere are thousand« of coloni.
/acii.iiirt« in the States, North and South, who con*

tribute their money to the cause with the bent and
most benevolent motives.nvn who honestly wish to

civilize, christianize and bless Africa, and make free
and happy her unfortunate descendants.men who
bave h' arts in the right place, and alwayj sympathize
with crush««! humanity, whether in Greece, Turkey,
Hungary or Africa, and have no desire to send men

to these unhea thy »bore«, only to sicken and die for
wsnt of suitable food and medical attendance, while,
if the promises of the Society were faithfully fulfilled
instead of thirty, forty, fifty, and sixty, not more than
six per cent, of the emigrants would die. Tn«se g«n
tlemen have aright to know the fact« in the case

Senator Kussell declares to me that be has written

"I would rather be right than President." I shall
maintain the cause of flod, truth, humanity, aud the

{loor emigrant and native, regardiez»» of consequences.
1 know that, by a different rourie, I could soon grow
rich by the suffering and death of these poor people.
For, in nearly every town and county, there is a one-

man power; for that county, a man may hold all the
il.e. s of government, aud beside«, be lawyer, mer-

chant, judge, and agent for the Society, and, if he
choose, it B not difficult to turn the money and effect«
of these people into bis own coffer«. But if I base
health and tbe same amount of brains, I can bsjttktM
wt-althy (if that be a virtue) without aid from the Cdo-
nizatiou Society, this feeble government, or the. men
who see their daguerreotypes in the group I have pic¬
tured. For eveiy mouthful of beef we get, we are ail

equally dépendent on tiie native». Wlnm they .-hoo-c

to " kick up a row, iwhich oft« u happe ns,) and moke
war among themselvi«, we can get ui meat some-

time's for months. We have no regular market: but
when a beef is occasionally brought to market, I

Since all al.ktt depcad an the
native s for their living, why need any ene fear t<> do
right for thea value of the patronage «if tbe S «ciety,
or tbe smiles of a few in transient power? Their

policy with the native» hu« been an utmiiw one. The

lutter are not found in our schools, and s.-l loin in our
churches. Une teach« r t« 11s tne be baa about aixty
scholars, but not one native. While they give noeu-

couragement to « «lu« ation among them, fearing they
will g« t poster some day, they »ell tbeui any quantity

¦ of muekets with which to blow out our brainai when

a wiser policy would he to make it a penal offenee to

tell il.« m uituket« and powder, but educate tiieui, re¬

gard them a« men, ami incorporate them in the com-

; muiiiiy. There is but very little regard for |>oor emi¬
grants; yet I value them most be« aus«, they are tlte
working-men, the bone and sinew of tbe community.
They are tbe only men that would cultivate the soil
and become tho producers, and without sucb thu
country will only struggle on aa nosv, in poverty, till
it mee ts with some reverse, and falls a¿ a colony into
the bands of senne European power. Think of the
fact. We only live on the «a hoard, or a few milus
up the rivers. We have not a siugle road five uiilws
into the interior. All the region behind u» ie land un¬

known. The hundreds of tribe« in our rear have only
to unite, and the) can at any time drive us into the
ocean. And yet, to hear the windy speeches of our

orators, one might suppose that all Africa had been
eonquered, and our lone star banner unfurled iu every
country from the Cape of Good Hope to the Mtxliter-
ranean, from Guardilui to Cape Verd.
When 1 published in Tux letlMBl in It«.M my

view« in favor of African colonization, I could nor,
btlieve that the opponents of the ee heme had uttered
M much truth. In that oununuuication, tbe only

j thing 1 have since found to regret was my advocacy
ol the proposed line of steamers to thi« coaet, and thi«
regret is on'y for the reason that there is as yet no

suitable prrpaiation made for emigrants aa to com¬

fortable houses, and prpper ttei'i'ttl attendance, by
the American Colonization Soei-.-ty nor the Cuited
Stales Government. Still I hate charity enough to
believe that if the former and latter knew these things

j as they are, if the Society was not able, the Govejrn-
ment itseJf, for humanity » sake, would do something
to aid them. Many of us new-comers clapped our

bands .«»ith joy that the Shirley, which has just ar¬

rived, brought no emigrant?; but i>ur joy was soon

turned to sorrow when we learned that the Sophia

in leaky huts in wiiich gentlemen iu the States
would not keep their horse» and favorite di'gi. Tbe
state of things here, year», ago, in regard U> tbe treat-
ment and auffering of emigrants was heart-rending
andaimt.st increelible, and yet no one who had not
the meats aad opportunity to leave the country dared
report them. They have greatly changed now for tbe
betUr, and yet tbere is a daik chapter that a-ver bas
betuwritun.

building, originally designed for tbe Pons captive«,
and lince used by the t'oloniiation Society for the re¬

brick. It contains twelve pen« below, aad four gar¬
ret apartments. 1_<#e room» if they deserve such a

name» are about six feet by nine, having one small

window without gl-i. which muit be closed during
the r.ia» and at night, tens making a «uitable duu-

gfon lor a murderer.

nearly two month», till ibe fever broke out, when they
wire separated, leaving ten in the hut. Another hut
